The British explanation that its only war aim is 
to win the war—-that post-war bridges can be crossed 
When reached—carries no conviction in the United 
States. 
If this country had 
believed 
when events 
were goading it into Europe’s other war 25 years ago 
that there was no possibility of continental reorgan­ 
ization afterward, its participation might have been 
postponed with fateful results. 
In fact, the only good thing bout Britain’s failure 
to define its war aims is its apparent candor; hav­ 
ing no plan of post-war reconstruction, it doesn't pre­ 
tend to have any. 
It seems to have left planning to 
Germany. While there has been no formal announce­ 
m ent of what would happen to Europe if the Nazis 
emerged triumphant from their contest with Britain, 
it is universally believed that there would be an ar­ 
rangement. of vassal states dominated by the greater 
reich that fills all of Hitler's dream. 
Germany plain­ 
ly is fighting with something besides the end of the 
fighting in mind. 
The result of Nazi victory wouldn't be federation, 
the thing that intrigues the fancies of designers for 
democracy, but 
domination, which 
is the favoflle 
dream of the Aryan breast-beaters. 
In their vision 
the result would be the same; it seems not to occur 
to them that method must be assigned just as much 
importance as objective in any attem pt to bring about 
a more orderly society, or that by choosing violence 
they have denied themselves forever the satisfaction 
of being able to speak of orderliness as something 
they honestly want to achieve. 
In the United States there 
must 
be. sooner or 
later, a definitive answer to the question of what It 
is this country is helping Great Britain to do—what 
it is the United States would go to war to protect in 
a showdown. 
Certainly by no stretch of the imagina­ 
tion is this country willing to make sacrifices merely 
to revive the pre-war organization of Europe that 
made war inevitable by making it seem to be the only 
escape from unix1 arable economic and social dilemmas.

The telephone people won’t like to hear their ef­ 
ficient implements mentioned 
in

with gadgetry, Nmijjjif it may help to explain that 
mechanical refw eration, automobiles, airplanes, air 
conditioning and a lot of other modern essentials 
also might be named if it happened to be an anni­ 
versary in their development. 
Just 25 years ago, everything was being put in 
readiness for the first transcontinental telephone ser­ 
vice; President Wilson formally opened service on 
Jan. 25. 
In the next seven years three other trans­ 
continental telephone lines were established. 
Today, 
of course, telephone service 
has 
progressed so far 
that even with a war going on the telephone com ­ 
pany proudly advertises tile international service it 
is prepared to give. 
♦ 
Yes, even with a war on. 
Twenty-five years ago, 
Europeans were busily engaged, even as they are this 
minute, in putting high explosives where they'd do 
the most harm. 
The United States was enjoying the 
relatively safe repercussions of the old world's war 
boom. 
There was lots of talk about preparedness 
Almost everybody was convinced that the Germans 
had am bitions for dominating the world and that 
tile ambitions should be checked. It seems that only 
in gadgetry does man possess the capacity to change 
things and gain a wider margin of security—and in 
wartime even his better mousetraps are destined to 
be used against him. 
Congratulations, anyway, on doing such a fine 
job with the telephone that about the only thing left 
to be desired Is that the other fellow wouldn"t always 
be: using it when you want to use it.

No one who understands what that entails ever 
should wonder why the automobile industry, specializ­ 
ing in another line of mass production, can’t * pub­ 
lish” airplanes and tanks.

important, but too 
little understood, thing about mass production is the 
"make-ready." 
There must be an organization that knows wha" 
it's doing 
It must make plans. 
The plans must fit 
into one another. 
The materials called for must be 
assembled. 
Everything needed must be brought to 
completion at one time and in one place. 
At long 
last if all goes well, the mass producers are ready to 
"publish" their product. 
Any change entails another 
make-ready and every make-ready entails time. 
Mr. Kettering, president of General Motors Re­ 
search Corp., recalls he said last year the only thing 
that might spoil the national defense program was 
public failure to understand how much work It takes 
for the make-ready; he still thinks so. 
With a bow 
to him for reminding the press that it is especially 
qualified to understand the problem, it is suggested 
that the public is beginning to understand, too.

uneasiness is not necessarily a bad symptom,

Kettering knows, without uneasiness and fidgeting 
and perspiration and castigation 
the

never could be finished.

Raikes, 
the combined attendance 
at Sunday school had amounted to 
400,0'>0. While the Sunday school 
originated in Great Britain, it was 
to achieve its greatest growth in 
America. 
“In 1785, the first Sunday school 
was started in America. 
William 
Elliot, in his own home, arranged 
to have white boys and girls in­ 
structed in the Bible every Sabbath 
afternoon. The negro slaves were 
taught at another hour. This school 
was transferred in 1801 to Burton 
Oak 
Grove 
Methodist 
church, 
Brandford’s Neck. Virginia, and Mr. 
Elliot was its first superintendent. 
Union Is Formed 
In 1824, the 
American 
Sunday 
School union was formed. This or­ 
ganization has been and still is 
among the most enterprising and 
effective of all religious associations 
in America. 
In the early years of 
the American republic vast num ­ 
bers of tile colonists pushed over 
the mountains and settled in the 
Mississippi valley. In 1830 the pop­ 
ulation was 
estimated 
at three 
million, 
“In a wave of missionary enthus­ 
iasm $60,000 was subscribed for the 
purpose 
of 
establishing 
Sunday 
schools 
throughout 
the 
western 
states. 
“Chicago at this time was merely 
a ham let and 
Illinois 
a 
prairie 
wilderness. 
Tile 
hardships 
and 
privations which were suffered by 
the heroic missionaries can hardly 
be conceived. Outstanding among 
these 
missionaries 
was 
Stephen 
Paxson, traveling 
from 
place to 
place 
upon “Robert 
Raikes," his 
faithful horse. 
“He traveled from the Alle^ieny 
to the Rocky m ountains and or­ 
ganized 1,314 Sunday schools with 
83,405 scholars and 
teachers. 
In 
1832 the first 
national 
Sunday 
school convention was held in Phil­ 
adelphia. 
The 
second 
national 
convention was held in Philadel­ 
phia the following year. 
A quarter 
of a century 
elapsed 
before the 
third national convention again as­ 
sembled in Philadelphia in 1859. 
“The war in terfered with anoth­ 
er early gathering, but in 1869 an 
enthusiastic convention was held in 
Newark N. J. At this fourth con­ 
vention 28 states were represented 
by 526 delegates. 
There were also 
visitors from Canada, England, Ire­ 
land, Scotland and South Africa. 
"The convention 
was 
interna­ 
tional in character if not in name. 
The fifth national convention was 
: held in 1872 
and 
established an 
epoch in the history of the Sunday 
school through its adoption of the 
international uniform lesson. 
This 
was the greatest single step ever 
taken by the Sunday school and 
did more to standardize its work 
| than anything 
previously 
under - 
! taken. 
International Aspect 
“Since 1872 the conventions have 
met every three 
years 
and have 
been called 
international because 
they have included delegates from 
Canada. By 1889 the international 
convention was made up of repre­ 
sentatives from so many foreign 
countries, its name was changed to 
the World’s Sunday School con- 
j vention. 
“The most recent chapter in the 
history of denominational interest 
had its setting in Chicago during 
1922—when 
the 
Sunday 
school 
j council of Evangelical 
denomina­ 
tions completely merged with the 
International 
Sunday 
School 
as­ 
sociation under the name of the 
International Council of Religious 
Education. 
Assistance in creating 
and promoting a better system of 
international lessons as well as a 
higher standard of teacher train­ 
ing was a Lo a marked achievement 
j of the union. 
“Through 
the 
united ecclesias­ 
tical and lay movement the Sunday 
school has developed more rapidly 
in the United 
States 
than else­ 
where. 
‘TY»day there are more teachers 
and scholars in the Sunday school 
of America than in all the rest of 
the world.

"For 125 years, he asserted, Brr.. 
l h n ival pow er has not threatened ' 
the United States and this country 
has been successful in maintaining 
the Monroe doctrine only because 
of the support of Great Britain. 
He said tn a t full organization of 
American resources wculd permit 
help to B ritain and a t the same 
timme preparation of strong Amer­ 
ican defenses. 
The present war, Knox contend­ 
ed, Is "fundamentally, an attempt 
by Germany to seize control of the 
sea from G reat Britain." 
He said th at since the World war 
the United States has maintained 
"a one-ocean navy in the Pacific, 
and the navy has proved adequate 
in both directions only because the 
existence and ((he deployment of 
the British navy gave us security in 
the Atlantic.” 
* 
"In effect,” he continued-, “both 
we and the British commonwealth 
of nations actually have had a two- 
ccean navy, operated for a single 
peaceful Durpose." 
Two-ocean Navy on Way 
"We still have a one-ocean navy. 
We are building a two-ocean navy, 
but its structure will not be com­ 
pleted for six years. 
We need to 
complete th at structure as fast as 
we can because the other part of 
our two-ocean navy is now in grave 
danger. 
“The British navy can survive 
only if the British Isles survive. 
"Once we lose the power lo con­ 
trol even a p art of those seas (sur­ 
rounding 
the hemisphere), 
inev­ 
itably the wars of Europe and Asia 
will be transferred to the 
Amer­ 
icas.”
